Liac (the Gray Rock), as De Valera 
has named it, be indeed the home 
of the flery insurrectionist once 
condemned as an outlaw, the 
prison-breaker, the fugitive? The 
singing ceased — it was Mrs. De 
7alera's voice I had heard — and the 
door opened. 

"I am Mrs. De Valera. Will you 
come In?" She spoke in clear, 
pleasant tones, and her eyes, 
typically Irish, set in a face that 
was content and happy, crowned by 
thiek coils of brown hair, asked in 
qoery of my call. In another mo- 
ment we were seated and she was 
convprsing animatedly. The news of 
her inir^hand's eseape had greatly 
pieaned her. 

"I only know what I see la the 
papers," she said, "and I am glad.

which the difference between women 
and men is not only nominal but 
nonexistent. It has obviously cap- 
tured the souls of Ireland's young 
womanhood, and to the fact that 
they march not in separate bodies 
but in the same ranks with their 
sweethearts and brothers, the move- 
ment owes 50 per cent, of Its Iron 
strength. 

Sinn Fein knows and calculates 
on the strength of Its young women 
enthusiasts. Smue ot them, in Dub- 
lin ait least, are girls of good social 
position who have given up family 
and fortune to Join Its wild lf» fas- 
cinating ranks. For example at the 
late Richard Ooleman's public fu- 
neral in Dublin there was a girl 
marching at the head of one of tho 
principal Sinn Fein IjkiikIics or 
dubs, and in company with twii 
men officers she was apparently in 
charge of the contingent. 

They were practically all ' men 
marching behind her — a. well known 
solicitor, doctors and barristers, 
more than one famous racing man, 
chemists and teachers and manual 
woricera — all sorts and conditions of 
men — ^yet they evidently saw noth- 
ing unusual in being led by a girl, 
and they treated her just the same 
as they treated their other officers. 

During the general election Sinn 
l-'ein women played a surprisingly 
prominent official part. In the 
rebel Countess' constituency most of 
the work was done by women, and 
in Alderman Thomas Kelly's there 
was a young' woman in charge of 
his central committee's rooms, who 
seemed to have the election laws at 
her finger ends. Later she was 
sworn la as an Impereonatioa agent 
in a city ward — ^the only female in 
a squad of about forty men. And 
this girl is typical of women and 
of the place they hold In Sinn Fein. 

Democracy, too. Is the very life- 
blood of Sinn Fein women. It Is 
not at all unusual to march sld^ 
by side with your coachman, or for 
a mistress to find that her maid is 
her superior officer in her political 
movement. Dut they don't appear to 
mind. 

Sinn Fein has evidently killed 
century-old prejudices ia the Irish 
character — especially in the Irish 
woman's charaoter. tor oertainiy no 
distinctions of class are ever known 
or manifest. A woman may hold 
the highest poet In the organiza- 
tion. She might for instance suc- 
ceed De Valera, hut neither a pretty 
face nor family influence nor aris- 
tocratic rank would be of tli ■ 
slightest help to her In influencing 
the Sinn Feiners. 

Perhaps nowhere is the mysterv 
of this movement — and of Ireland 
herself — so exemplified as In Oraf- 
ton street. Beautlfnlly dressed 
women, wearing regimental badges, 
perhaps with olUoers la nalform, 
pass shoulder to ihoolder aad sit 
side by side at tea with pretty 
rebels wearing reDubliean badges 
and colors and with volunteer es- 
corts.

I "America Is our trump card," de- 
clared H. Boland, M. P., Secretary 
and chief organizer of the Sinn 
Fein, in an interview with the 
Post's Dublin correspondent on 
Saturday. 

"Our organization is world-wide. 
The Irish in America are behind U3. 
.-America holds a very strong band. 
If the League of Nations does not 
materialize England's commorelal 
rival will bo America. The latter 
is coming out of the war stronger 
than any other power. The British 
foreign policy seems to aid an Eng- 
lish-speaking union with America. 
We have for the last forty years 
blocked that alliance liecau.se the 
Irish liold the balance of power 
politically in .Vnierica and until we 
have justice we will continue to 
harrass .Angio-.Xmerican relations. 
\V,' ar.' endeavoring to cause Brit- 
ain as mucl) trouble as possible. We 
have implicit confidence in Amer- 
ica's declaration that the war was 
fought for the freedom of nations, 
large and small, aad if Premier 
Lloyd Oeorge ia to grant self-de- 
termination to the Akarls ia Cen- 
tral Africa we in Ireland may surely 
be granted the same rights. Sinn 
Fein is an old, old idea of Irish 
Independence which goes back to 
1172. We base our right to Inde- 
pendence on the declarations of the 
act of 1782 that Ireland is compe- 
tent to make laws for the Irish peo- 
ple." 

Sinn Fein courts are now working 
all over this country and hundreds 
of cases have been tried before 
these tribunals. The Sina Fein 
courts are aothlag If they are not 
quick. Such lawyers as appear tor 
the litigants are told to be as brief 
as possible in their speeches aad 
that only tbe essential facts count 
in all eases, tho>agh a patient bear- 
ing is given to everybody. One of 
their -first cases was a dispute be- 
tween two merchants about the non- 
delivery of goods. Neither party 
engaged a lawyer. Each stated his 
own case. The argument occupied 
ten minutes, and a verdict was given 
for the plaintiff, who was imme- 
diately paid what he claimed. The 
parties left tho court good friends, 
and the cost ot the litigation was 
six-pence. The average length of a 
hearing thus far has been fifteen 
minutes. In twenty-two cases In 
one court there was only one law- 
yer to appear, and the case went 
against him. The Irish courts are 
democratic truly, tmth iri constitu- 
tion and cff"'\.

Tomorrow will be Passion Sun- 
day and on the following Sunday 
we enter upon the most solemn 
week of the Lenten season, which 
culminates dn Easter Sunday. 

Holy Week is a living monument. 
Mankind commemorate."? the great 
events of Christ's life on earth. 
Moniimpnts of stonp and bronze pro- 
long ii little wliilo the fame of the 
warrior and the poet and mark the 
Held whereon they battled tor 
principles or posseasioni. Oreatet 
deeds there are whieh are not eoa- 
tent with the areh or Obellah. and 
need them not, but live on In the 
hearts of men, finding their expres- 
sion in the enthusiasm and wielding 
their influence In the lessons of 
their annlTersarles. The children of 
Israel, for three thousand years and 
more, have commemorated their de- 
llveranre from Kpypt and their en- 
trance into the Promised Land with 
the .sacrificial lamb of the Passover. 
For US Americans the Fourth of 
July is eloquent of the birth of our 
republic, of the boon of liberty, of 
the heroism of our forefathers. 

The character of Holr Week Is 
likewise monumental. It Is the 
living commemoration of the su- 
preme acts of the life of onr Lord 
and Savlonr Jesus Christ during his 
earthly life. Within its days are 
crowded the anniversaries of hid 
death upon the cross, of his resur 
restion from the tomb, of his Inst! 
tut ion of the tlessed sacrament of 
coiiiniunion by which Is symbolized 
and perpetuatfd his mysterious pres- 
ence amnnK us. Christians would 
not have these solemn days pass 
undistinguislied from those which 
precede and follow them, and so 
we have Holy Week. History tracer 
tlie customs of Holy "Week to th-i 
earliest years of the Christian era. 
But were we to open no pages bnt 
the book of human nature, we would 
■tin know that the commemorations 
of our Lord's suffering and death 
and resurrection go back to the 
days when the soul-pierced mother 
who had lost her only begotten and 
her all, retraced the footsteps of 
tlio journey to Calvary, and lln- 
gerod at the tomh of triumph and 
of hope, till the call would come to 
herself to Join her divine Son In 
his glory; or when John and Pelfer 
and Magdalen and the rest bronght 
each new believer to vtstt the hal- 
lowed spots, and told over again the 
things whloh titer had witnessed: 
memories which irere the bond of 
anion and love among themeslves, 
and tiie revelation of God's Infinite 
merer to the stranger, and to all 
tender ties Unking them to Jesas 
riirlst, our Redeemer. 

<!ivcn the facts of our Lord's iMt 
(hiys. Holy Wook was inevitable, 
riiiistians of the race that brought 
the 1)ody of Joseph from Egypt and 
pot up stones of Jacob at Bethel, 
would not forget their Messiah. 
When In the recurring years their 
neighbors celebrated the feast of 
the paschal lamb thsy celebrated 
the eccompllshment of what was 
promised by that animal type, and 
revered the death of the tme Lamb 
of Ood, the Savlonr whose Uood 
was sprinkler oa the doorpoets of 
the world. 

Holy Week opens with Palm Sun- 
day and commemorates a beautiful 
event in the life of Christ. In faith 
we join the angels and the Hebrew 
children who sang "Hosanna to the 
Son of David," and strewed his 
pathway with palms as he rode over 
the Mount of Olives and entered 
Jemsalem that Sonday momlng. 
The church blesses palm branches 
which are carried In proossrioa amid 
joyous singing. These vahns of 
glory are preserved till Ash Wednes- 
day of next year, when they are 
burned and provide the ashes which 
remind us that we are dust and 
unto dust we shall return. The his- 
tory of the Passion of our I^ord fs 
today read from Matthew. On Tues- 
day. Wednesday and Friday of Holy 
Week are read the accounts of the 
divine tragedy left US hjT Itfark, 
Luke and John. 

When pr)Ksil)le the Passion Is 
sung by three deacons and a ohoms. 
The narration Is given by one in a 
middle voice; the words of our Lord 
are chanted In a deep solemn bass; 
whatever Is spoken by any other 
person Is sung by the third deacon 
In a high voice. The words of the 
crowd, as "Give us Barabhas," 
"Crucify Him," etc., are rendered hy 
the chorus. This dramatic recita- 
tion, with its peculiar cadences of 
old. simple but rich chant. Is mag- 
nifirent with a truth and energy 
which thrills through the frame 
and overpowers the feelings. 

On the evenings of Wedneaday, 
Thursday and Friday of Holy Week 
the serrioe is called the tenebrae. 
These Matins and Lauds are so sol- 
emn both in their thought and mu- 
Klc that to be appreciated they must 
oe attended. The lamentations of 
Jeremiah and other passages from 
the prophets and the New Testa- 
ment are sung. The keynote Is 
found In such antiphons as "Jeru- 
salem, Jerusalem, be conv«rted to 
the Lord thy God." or "O, all ye 
who walk In thy way, behold and 
see If any sorrow be like unto my 
sorrow," or again, "I have trod the 
wine-press alone." An arch of can- 
dles, recalling by their number the 
prophets and Christ, Is extinguished, 
light by light, as the service pro- 
ceeds, till the keystone light alone is 
left. Finally It Is hidden for a mo- 
ment, but not extinguished. It re- 
mains to represent the triumph over 
death, the light ot the world. 
Holy Thnrodty la the anniversary 



of the Last Supper and of the In- 
stitution of the commemorative sac- 
rifice of the new law, with Its spir- 
itual food of holy communion. Our 
Joy and gratitude for this testament 
of Christ's presence with us Is fit- 
tingly expressed In the music and 
vestments of the mass, in the pro- 
eessloa and In the reposltorr of the 
Messed Bacrament, whleh Is rich 
In flowers and lights and attended 
by devout adorers. 

Good Friday finds the church 
clothed funeral black, cold and des- 
olate, mourning the death of her 
spouse. The shadow of the cross Is 
upon everything. The beloved John 
tells its sad story. The prayer for 
all sinners, Catholics, Protestants, 
Jews, pagans, heretics, schismatics, 
inflddf, are an echo of the love 
(hat ilii'.i (I'V all an'l of the cry, 
"Father, forgiw them; they know 
not what they do." All day the 
ehardies are visited by silent wor^ 
BUpem, who oene to hiss la spirit 
the wound laflietsd by sla aad to 
vfnerate the cross, the emblem of 
salvation. 

Holy Saturday Is Interesting, as 
It brings us back to the early days 
of the church, when the Christians, 
Mding perhaps in the Catacombs, 
conducted their service In the dead 
of the night. The great Easter can- 
dle was blessed and lighted with 
the new fire, to bum for forty days 
thus marking the presence on earth 
of the risen- Christ, from Baster to 
Ascension day. Oateehumene were 
instructed and baptised this night, 
When the long eenrlees were con- 
cluding with the mass and holy 
communion the dawn of Easter Bun- 
day was already there to answer 
the Joyful alleluias. These aerrlces 
are now conducted Saturday morn- 
ing, and the mass and alleluias are 
repeated Easter day, amid all the 
signs of praise and triumph that 
music and lights and flowers ani 
brilliant vestments and burning elo- 
quence and fervent prayers can 
bring to the greatest festival of the 
year. 

There osa be no <|aestlon of the 
moral benefit ot thve burning Into 
our mindi the mightiest scenes In 

the life of our Savloar. History 
tells us the part played In the civ- 
ilization of feudal Europe by the 
truce of Ood, which consecrated 
each week from Wednesday night 
till Monday morning to peace for 
tlie sake of Jesus, who suffered 
these days. Our Friday ab.stinence 
and Sunday observance preach 
weekly of the cross and the resur- 
rection. St. Augustine speaks In 
his confessions of the influence upon 
his conversion of the aacred music 
at Milan. On Holy Thursdays. 
Popes, Emperors and Kings have 
always washed the feet ot their 
humblest subject, followInK the 
humility of the Master: and ladles 
jind gmtlsmen eonseerate this day 
to vlslttag the hospitals and serving 
the poor. 

On Good Friday the hardest sin- 
ners must reflect. Enemies forgive 
one another. The rareloss are con- 
verted and turn their eyes to the 
Crucified Christ. After the whole- 
some self-denial, Easter hrlnga to 
the Christian the joy of God which 
passes all understanding, and to be 
known must be experienced. It is a 
proper thing tor all Ohriatlaas to 
worit together for the preeertatloa 
and tor the spread of this Bolr 
Week, so rich In history, so quick- 
ening to faith and hope and love, 
and every deep religious virtue. It 
would seem that It Is a fair and 
wise thing If, out of deference to 
the multitudes of Christians that 
fill our common schools, their spring 
holiday were made to oolBdde with 
the Easter holy days. 

Holy Week has been the inspira- 
tion of science and art, as well as 
morals. The reform of the calendar 
under Popi Gregory XIII. In 1683 
arose from the desire tc avoid ooa< 
fusion la the esiebratlon of Baster, 
whleh the Oonndl of Nice In 826 
had decreed should be the Sunday 
after the toll moon XOUowlag the 
vernal eqahunc.
